Truman's dramatic action came over NBC on a direct-from-the- 
White-House hookup arranged by MORGAN BEATTY. And, on Spril 12, GEORGE THOMAS FOLSTER, NBC 
correspondent in Tokyo, achieved a two-hour scoop with details of MacArthur's then forthcoming 
ME SNT CO TASUKS. 

Rushed to San Francisco to cover the General's arrival there was Past President BOB CONSIDINE! 
of INS who, in addition to reporting the event, represented the Overseas Press Club in a personal - 
conference with MacArthur. Also on hand was MERRILL (Red) MUELLER of NBC, Frisco pureau “chief, 
who broadcast General MacArthur's arrival on April 17. Further coverage ok the MacArthur arrir e 
will be featured on EDWARD R. MURROW's "Hear It Now" show over CBS on April 20. 

Meanwhile, in a dispatch filed from Anchorage, Alaska, Chicago Daily News war correspondent 
KEYES BEECH penned a bitter "30" to MacArthur's relations with the press in Tokyo. "If you were 
a correspondent who wrote favorable stories about MacArthur, you had access to MacArthur”, the 
veteran newsman said. "If you wrote critical stories, you didn't. In four years of covering 
Japan and MacArthur's headquarters, I wrote both kinds of stories. I didn't have access to 
MacArthur. It was as simple as that." 

BEECH declared it was his personal opinion that "MacArthur has nothing but good-natured 
contempt for the press, even those members who served him." He recalled a retort given by Col. 
Marion (Pat) Echols, his public information officer, when asked to arrange a meeting between 
MacArthur and newsmen. "Why should be waste time on you guys?", BEECH quoted Echols as saying. 
"He doesn't have to." 

Another OPCer figured in news of the MacArthur story early this week. On the General's 
stop-over in Honolulu, Life photographer CARL MYDANS was manhandled by Air Force police and or- 
dered to "get out of here" by an AF captain, as he tried to take pictures at Hickam Field. 
Admiral Arthur W. Radford later expressed regret overthe incident.

Losses which 
were incurred earlier in the year in connection with luncheons, cocktail parties and other Club 
functions, have now been halted and are currently producing some profit. Steps have also been 
taken to reduce the $2,224 loss on The Bulletin. Increased dues coupled with economies in 
various Club operations should, WURZEL hopes, strengthen the Club's financial position. 

Club assets at the close of its fiscal year March 31, 1951, totalled $10,932.80, of which 
$7,826.19 represented cash in hand or at the bank; $2,454 in furniture and fittings; $351.40 
in the refreshment fund and $300.44 in prepaid expenses for the Awards Presentation Dinner.
